While Democratic lead ers are n ot 
talkin g ou t lou d , they make n o con ­ 
cealm en t of their chagrin ov er the 
presen t d rift of thin gs.

Captain Scott, with h is associate par 
I ty of scientists and big crew of sailors, 
h ad been on a farreach ing scientific 


j quest, wh ich included finding th e south 
j i>ole as merely an incidental. Th e ven­ 
turers were found dead, th e victims of 
a fierce blizzard wh ich caugh t th em 
on th eir return, after h aving h ad com­ 
plete success in reach ing th e pole. Th e 
sh ip Terra Nova, wh ich h ad taken th e 
party into th e antarctic and h ad gone 
to bring it back, discovered th e tragedy. * 
Captain Scott arrived Jan. 18, 1912. 
at th e south pole reach ed by Roald 
| Amundsen. 
Amundsen h ad come to 
h is final h alt th ere one month and 
one day before. Th e Norwegian flag 
wh ich h e h ad planted th ere was found 
flying by Captain Scott. 
Documents 
found on th e bodies of th e dead re­ 
counted th ese facts. 
Th is news came to London first in un­ 
confirmed rumors and th en in a cable­ 
gram from Oamaru, New Zealand, re­ 
porting th at th e Terra Nova h ad an­ 
nounced h er early return by wireless 
! “because of a grave calamity” to th e 
Scott expedition. 
In all th e h istory of arctic or an t­ 
arctic exploration th ere h as been no 
fatality to equal th e death of Captain 
Scott and h is men. 
Oth er expeditions 
h ave perish ed from coM, from starva­ 
tion or sh ipwreck; th e bodies of oth er 
: scientists h ave been found emaciated 
in th e snow, and perh aps some of th ese 
h ad discovered th e pole th ey sough t, 
but th ere is no parallel of a polar h unt 
swiftly and scientifically accomplish ­ 
ed, with accurate records set down, 
wh ich was cut cut off at its very ter­ 
mination. 
A Continent of Death . 


Th e antarctic h as long been known 
as a continent of death . It h as neith er 
I th e flora nor th e fauna of th e arctic. 
; An occasional penquin or a migratory 
seal may be found near th e ocean, but 
th e interior h as always been a wh ited 
waste. 
Captain Scott and bis men in­ 
h abited th e continent longer probably 
th an any oth er h uman beings, and it 
| was as if one of th e diabolical blizzards 
wh ich swirl across th e h igh plateaus 
h ad determined to exact from th em 
before th ey could escape th e price paid 
by all oth er life in its frozen area. 
I 
Th e circumstance is particularly trag- 
i ic from th e fact th at Roald Amundsen 
I only a month before h ad come and , 
i gone in weath er so exceptionally balmy 
; th at th e Norwegian h as been inclined 
j to discount th e reports of earlier ex- 
1 plorers of th e bligh ting winds of th e 
plateau. Th at h e was somewh at earlier 
j th an Scott h ad someth ing to do with 
I it. but th e ch oice of routes also contrib- 
* uted to th e ease of Amundsen’s journey. 
Captain Scott selected th e same route 
| h e h ad taken in h is first expedition, 
i 1902-4, and later by Sh ackleton, pusb- 
| ing up th e mountains from MeMurdo 
j sound and reach ing h igh altitude early 
I in th e march as well as exposing th e 
I party to th e blizzards almost from first 
to last. 


Report of a Member. 
Writing to th e London Times on 
Captain Scott's plans and purposes. 
Herbert G. Pouting, a member of th e 
original western party, wh o returned 
some 
time ago, denied th at 
Captain 
Scott 
was ever in th e race 
for th e 
south pole, but was leading a great 
scientific expedition and confined h is 
attention to th at object. 
Th is report 
from one of t lie explorers is interest­ 
ing. 
It is as follows: 
“Since my return to England from 
th e antarctic, h aving completed my 
work of illustrating Captain Scott’s 
expedition, I h ave found th at much 
misappreh ension exists in regard to 
th e objects of th at enterprise. 
Th e 
popular idea th at th ere h as been a 
race to th e south pole is an error. Cap­ 
tain Scott h as not been racing, nor h as 
h e been engaged upon a mere dash to 
th e pole. 
He is leading a great scien­ 
tific expedition—perh aps th e greatest j 
ever sent out from England—and th e 
reach ing of th e south pole was but an 
Incident in th e extensive program of 
work mapped out. To race would h ave 
been to jeopardize th e success of th e 
main objects of th e expedition, and 
Captain Scott would not allow th e ! 
presence of a rival in th e field to move 
j h im from th e course wh ich h e consid 
j ered wisest and best. 
“With in four month s of our depar- 
; ture from New Zealand h e h ad lost nine j 
| ponies out of nineteen, nearly h alf th e 
! total transport on wh ich h e was ch ief-

Th ere 
h e met by ch ance Sir Clements Mark­ 
h am. ch airman of th e Royal Geograph ­ 
ical society, wh o h ad previously sh own 
interest in Scott. lie suggested to th e 
young lieutenant th at h e apply for th e 
command of th e Discovery, wh ich was 
th en bein* fitted out to explore th e lit 
tie known antarctic continent. 
Scott was ch osen from a long list of 
applicants. 
He was th en twenty-nine 
years old, h ealth y, strong and well 
built. 
For a year lie worked over th e 
provisioning and equipping of h is sh ip 
and over th e selection of h is crew and 
scientific staff. 
On July 28. 1900, th e 
wh aler Discovery left th e Th ames with 
forty men, prepared for an expedition 
to last th ree years if necessary. 
Th e 
sh ip reach ed New Zealand after a 
rough time in th e “roaring forties” and 
ilience sailed for th e antarctic regions. 
Two years of h ardsh ip resulted in th e 
conquering of 500 miles more of a n t­ 
arctic snow and ice th an any of h is 
predecessors covered. 
Upon h is return to England many 
h onors were bestowed upon h im. Th e 
admiralty raised h im to th e rank of 
captain, making h im th e youngest cap­ 
tain in th e navy, and th e late King Ed­ 
ward made h im commander of th e Vic­ 
torian Order. 
Medals were given h im 
by th e Royal Geograph ical society. 
Royal Scottish Geograph ical society 
and American, Swedish . Danish , Ph ila­ 
delph ia and Antwerp Geograph ical so­ 
cieties. 
Th e story of th e expedition 
was publish ed by Captain Scott in “Th e 
Voyage of th e Discovery.” and th e two 
volumes were widely read. 
Gets High Post. 
Th e admiralty allowed h im th ree 
month s in wh ich to give lectures, th e 
h ardest task h e ever undertook, so 
Captain Scott said. Returning to serv­ 
ice in tlie navy, h e was assigned to th e 
intelligence department of th e admi­ 
ralty. 
For six years h e continued at h is 
desk, but finally “th e call of th e ice” 


could no longer be resisted, and h e set 
out to raise funds for fitting out an ­ 
oth er expedition. 
After surmounting 
many difficulties Captain Scott secured 
th e necessary financial assistance and 
h ad h is expedition ready to start for 
h is ultimate goal, th e south pole 
Wh en Captain Scott sailed h e left be­ 
h ind a wife, wh om h e h ad married two

On th e oth ­ 
er h and, I am very glad th at lie availed 
h imself of th e opportunity to remain in 
I th e south until th e objects of h is expe­ 
dition, wh ich was one of scientific re­ 
search . are accomplish ed.” Only last 
week Mrs. Scott sailed with h er baby 
from San Francisco for New Zealand, 
expecting to greet h er h usband on h is 
arrival th ere 
Mrs. Scott is a sculptress, and sh ort­ 
ly before th e start of th e fatal expedi­ 
tion sh e modeled th e captain’s clean

deep ch est. His wh ole bearing bespoke 
a man of indomitable energy and cour­ 
age.

at th e rate of fifteen miles a day. 
All 
being well, th e pole sh ould th erefore 
h ave been reach ed about Jan. 15 last 
Cach es of food h ad been made every 
sixty miles along th e route. Th ere was 
ample for th e explorers to enjoy full 
rations on th e wh ole return journey 
Th e party were expected back at Hut 
Point, fifteen miles from Cape Evans,

Season for Tree Butchers. 


The warning sent out by Chas. C. 


Deam, secretary of the Mate board 


of forestry, concerning the butcher­ 


ing of beautiful shade trees is es­ 


pecially timely as the season is at 


hand when men begin to undo n a ­ 


tu re’s handiwork most unartistically. 


The board 
secretary says 
that 


there is rarely ever a valid Reason 


for “topping’’ a tree. 
It lias come to 
be ail American habit, he says, to 
regard it as a custom the same as 
th at of Chinese women binding their 
feet. 
The operation condemns itself 
in its practice and every effort should 
be made to spare shade t r e e s the 
ruthless operations which are done 
under the guise of “pruning."’ Noth­ 
ing adds to the beauty and comfort 
of a city for the money expended a s 
do shade trees. 
Shade trees should be cared for so 
a s to preserve their natural form, Mr. 
Deam says. 
This 
not 
only 
adds 
beauty but prolongs 
their life. 
A 
vigorous and symmetrical tree is in­ 
spiring and elevating, but when the 
same tree is “ topped,” it is shorn of 
its beauty and it merely excites one’s 
sym pathy as would anything else th at 
is crippled or helpless. 
X11e ugly 
stubs made by “ topping” a tree never 
heal over 
and decay which 
much 
shortens the life of the tree begins at 
once. 
The pruning of shade tre e s should 
begin when they are planted. 
P ra c ­ 
tically ail of the pruning should be 
confined to the removal of the lowest 
branches until the top is about ten 
feet above tlie ground. 
If tiie te r­ 
minal forks, mie p a rt should lie cut 
off and so should branches in the 
crown that interfere with one a n ­ 
other. 
It is ¡i grave mistake to permit a 
shade tree to head too low, as is 
common 
with 
the 
Norway maple. 
When the head is low it obstructs the 
view, prevents a free circulation of 
the air and 
it> shade prevents a 
growth of grass about the tree. These 
objections are usually not apparent 
until the branches are large and when 
their removal would destroy the sym ­ 
metry of the tree and leave large 
wounds to sta rt decay. 
When a branch is removed the cut 
should he made smooth and a s close 
to the axis of support as possible. 
Never leave a stub, no m atter if it is 
only a half an inch long. 
A shade 
tree is so valuable that it is entitled 
to a careful pruning. 
Do the work 
correctly, even if it takes a little 
longer time. 
Branches that are too 
heavy to be supported with the hand 
should be removed by first sawing on 
the under side about ten inches from 
the base until 
the saw “tightens,” 
then saw on the top side a few inches 
farth er 
from the base until 
the 
branch falls. 
Then remove the stub, 
which can be supported by the hand. 
This will prevent the branch from 
tearing off a great piece of the body 
of the tree, which is so frequently 
observed, when it falls.

A year ago the wheat crop had 
been frozen in the ground and p rac ­ 
tically all of the fruit had been killed 
by the extreme weather. 
This year, up to date, the weather 
has been unusually mild, excepting 
the past two or three weeks, for an 
Indiana winter. 
According to persons who have 
been all over the county, the chances

j year. 
Hie wheat looks vigorous in 


1 most all sections of the county, and 
| with favorable weather from now on, 
; there ought to be a good yield,

The wheat crop was an utter fail- 
■ are in Rush county last year, many

I meal nurserymen and fruit grow­ 
ers report that the outlodk for a fruit 
c ro p in this vicinity is good, In fact, 
we may even expect a bumper cyop

j date on. 
The recent warm weather 
coaxed the buds a little on the peach 
boughs and made them start to sw%ll,

doubt be short.

spring in 
thfcMrfr, 
I here’s hope.

The prospect for an apple crop, it 
I is said, is very good. 
Last fall vva- 
iavorable to the crop in the develop- 
( ment ut buds and the winter which is 
| now in the passing has handed out 
nothing detrimental. 
Nome freak; ot 
weather could yet cut the crop s h o r t , 
but as the apple is a hardy fruit, the 
occurrence is hardly likely. 
The cherry is almost a sure hitler, 
especially the early ones, and there 
had been nothing yet this season to 
injure the crop. 
Then the plum, e s ­ 
pecially the sour ones, will bear in 
spite of frost or drouth, and the poor 
and the smaller fruits all promise to 
give bountiful yield. 
Perhaps the most trying period foi 
the little straw berry is yet to come. 


The crisis in this favorite plant comes 
a little later than this when the heavy 
spring frosts come. If the strawberry 
does not run unexpectedly into so m e ­ 
thing like this a large crop of the 
fruit may be expected again. 
There are but few grapes ruised in 
this locality but they are in demand, 
what there is of them. Fruit growers 
sav the outlook for the grape is f a ­ 
vorable. Usually, the cold weather of 
j winter kills the vines back to two 
buds. 
The vines 
are 
generally 
trimmed back that far, any way, but 
the weather lias not even put them 
back th at fa r as yet. 
Late spring 
frosts sometimes affect 
grapes and 
even when the bloom has come and 
little grapes have set on they are 
killed. 
However, the grape is one of 
the plant family which has the pecu­ 
liar power of coming back and even 
though the frost may nip the buds 
they will put out again when coaxed 
forth by warm succeeding sunshine. 
About the only thing that hurts the 
sour gooseberry is the worm crop, 
which eats the bushes up, leaves and 
all. 
It is yet too early to determine 
what the worms will do.

Peru will undertake to put a stop to 
tbe atrocities perpetrated ou tbe In­ 
dians in tbe Putumayo rubber country 
and to prevent repetitions of tbe out­ 
rages. 
This promise is eoutaiued in 
a communication from Senor Pezet, 
Peruvian minister to tbe United States, 
to tbe department of state. 
The assurances of the Peruvian gov­ 
ernment come in the wake of investi­ 
gations conducted by Stuart J. Fuller 
in behalf of the United States and Sir 
Roger Casement, British consul gen- 
erai at Rio de Janeiro, who journeyed 
to tbe very heart of the Putumayo jun­ 
gles and then submitted reports to 
their respective governments. 
Mr. Fuller’s report, together with a 
message from President Taft, was sent 
to congress recently. 
The state de­ 
partment was furnished with a mass 
of information by the special envoy, 
but only the essential facts were giv­ 
en to congress. 
The report sent to 
congress says: 
Beginning in tbe year 1904. tbe firm 
of Arana Bros., which later became 
tbe Peruvian Amazon company, im­ 
ported a number of Barbados men. 
who had been recruited in the island 
of Barbados, with whom they entered 
into a contract to serve as laborers in 
tbe Putumayo for a term of two years. 
The 
number of 
men 
so imported 
amounted altogether to about tw*o'hun­ 
dred. 
Upon arrival at their destination they 
were armed with rifles and a large sup­ 
ply of cartridges and were dispatched 
through tbe forests to'different parts 
of the region, with a view to enslaving 
various tribes of docile, or at any rate 
of easily subdued, Indians who dwelt 
along tbe courses of the Caraparana 
and upper and middle Igaraparana riv­ 
ers, and occupied tbe country between 
those rivers besides the neighboring 
regions. 


M u rd e r, F lo g g in g and T o rt u re . 


In the ex ercise of this illegal com­ 
pulsion. 
frequently accompanied 
by 
gross outrages upon the Indians, in­ 
cluding murder, flogging and torture, 
tbe company, through its agents, forc­ 
ed the Barbados men actively to par­ 
ticipate. 
Threats and in some cases 
violence were used as a means of com­ 
pelling them to commit illegal acts 
upon the Indians in order to induce 
the latter to labor or bring in india rub­ 
ber upon their backs from the remote 
districts. 
The Barbados men themselves com­ 
plained that they had frequently suf­ 
fered ill treatment at the hands of the 
agents of the company and that for 
long periods their food consisted of 
what they could get for themselves or 
obtain by some means from tbe Indi­ 
ans. 
After describing conditions in tbe 
rubber regions tbe report to congress 
sums up Mr. Fuller’s findings as fol­ 
lows; 
There is evidence that the company 
has mended its ways to some ex tent, 
at least for the present 
All of the In­ 
dians present looked well fed and vig­ 
orous. although a considerable number 
lu various posts bore tbe scars of oid 
floggings. 
They are a small people, 
not overstrong physically, and. what­ 
ever they may have been in past gen­ 
erations, they are uot now. and were 
not at the time the atrocities took 
place, wild, untamable cannibals, but. 
on tbe contrary, mild, docile, inoffen­ 
sive and childlike, just as described by 
Sir Roger Casement. 
As the region is so remote from the 
capital and from all governmental au­ 
thority, the whole zone is apparently 
left to the company to manage as it 
sees fit. notwithstanding the occur­ 
rences of the past 
Up to the present 
the administration of justice through­ 
out the region has been in the hands of 
tho company's section chiefs. 
Several 
of these admitted that they had put 
both Indian and white employees in 
stocks for minor offenses. 


S y s te m o f Peonage. 


The labor of the Indians is secured 
by a system of peonage based on ad 
vanees of merchandise. 
Payment is 
made for this labor; but, nevertheless 
it is uothipg more or less than forced 
labor. 
The temptation to abuse is im­ 
minent and strong, especially since tbe 
white staff is offered a bonus for vigi­ 
lance. 
Considering the inaccessibility of the 
region, the heavy ex port tax and the 
inferior quality of the rubber, it is dif­ 
ficult to see how the enterprise can be 
made to pay without harsh treatment 
of the Indians. The amount of rubber 
produced by the company 
co ntinues to 
increase in spite of the fact that the 
native population of the district has 
greatly decreased. 
It is questionable 
whether, in the absence of govern­ 
mental machinery in the 
zo ne, tbe 
withdrawal of tiie company wo uld bet­ 
ter tbe lot of the Indians, for the ter­ 
ritory would then be thrown 
o pen to 
freebooting ex peditions and slav e raid­ 
ers.

which time p rop osed bills may be con 
sidered by members and their co nstit­ 
uents. and then a second session of 
thirty day s in which to vote up on the 
bills. 
W ith a substantial majo rity in the 
house, the tax levy increases desired 
by Governor Ralston and designed to 
add ap p ro ximately $1,400,000 to the 
state's income during the next two 
y ears, were p assed in the form of a 
bill introduced under susp ensio n of 
the rules. 
The bill increases the tax 
levy for educational institutio ns 4Vi 
cents, the levy for the benevo lent in 
stitutio ns 5 cents and reduces the gen­ 
eral tax levy of 9 cents to 7 cents.
